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Schools ‘face f900k cuts’ 


But trust says rising pupil numbers will have positive impact on funding 
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HAVERHILL schools could face cuts 
of more than £900,000 following 
government changes to funding. 

The Department for Education 
(DfE) has been consulting on in¬ 
troducing a ‘fairer funding formula’ 
for all schools in England and Wales 


from 2018/2019 as well as cuts to 
the Education Services Grant an¬ 
nounced in the 2015 Budget. 

All nine schools in Haverhill are 
projected to have their funding 
slashed by a total of £924,808 by 
2019 if plans go ahead. 

Samuel Ward Academy, which 
leads the Samuel Ward Academy 
Trust (SWAT), is likely to be the 
worst affected with a potential in- 
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come cut of £365,294, equivalent 
to losing £332 per pupil and nine 
teachers. 

SWAT operates six of the nine 
Haverhill schools likely to be affect¬ 
ed, but believe it can cope with any 


funding changes. 

Mark Neild, deputy CEO of the 
trust, said: “Samuel Ward Academy 
Trust has robust financial manage¬ 
ment and forecasting processes. 
This enables the trust to mitigate 
any risk factors and allows us to 
remain focused on delivering out¬ 
standing educational outcomes for 
our students. 

“As a well regarded trust with 


schools that have their community 
at their heart, our student numbers 
are rising year-on-year. This will 
have a positive impact on our fu¬ 
ture funding on our schools. 

“As an established trust, we can 
offer economies of scale through 
centralised services and as such 
make efficient use of our finding.

Village college pupils lead science lesson 


AERODYNAMICS was on the 
agenda when students turned 
the tables and tried their 
hands at teaching. 

Youngsters at Linton Village 
College have been leading 
from the front, taking part in 
an international project that 
saw them heading their own 
lessons on a scientific topic 
of their choice. 

After working through 
their lunchtimes to prepare 
their lessons, the pupils 
were joined last week by 
students and researchers 
from universities in Spain, 
Hungary and Finland, as part 
of the international Erasmus 


scheme. 

The project was led by 
Elizabeth Crilly, director of 
educational charity Stem 
Team East. 

She said the students 
came up with activities they 
wanted to do themselves 
and totally self-managed it to 
inspire other children. 

Elizabeth said: "It worked 
brilliantly well. And they 
have been leading the way 
on it. 

"They did an investigation 
using a wind tunnel built 
by the school technician 
a couple of years ago, but 
these students are the first to 


use it, with a smoke machine 
to show the aerodynamics at 
work." 

Elizabeth said: "They have 
been self-motivated and 
self-taught and they were 
teaching their peers working 
at an extremely high level. 

"Afterwards they were 
really quite delighted with 
themselves, they all realised 
how much they had learnt 
and were all quite pleased, 
and I think they appreciated 
how hard it is to be a 
teacher."

Big rise in county 
child sex offences 


SEX offences against chil¬ 
dren in Suffolk have hit an all 
time high after rising 36 per 
cent. 

According to figures ob¬ 
tained by the NSPCC, child 
sex offences recorded by 
Suffolk police rose from 
444 in 2014/2015 to 604 in 
2015/2016. 

Of the 604 crimes, 151 
were committed against 
children under the age of 10 
and 26 were against children 
under the age of 4. 

Police recorded crimes in¬ 
cluding rape, sexual assault 
and sexual exploitation in 
Suffolk in the last year. 

NSPCC chief executive 
Peter Wanless said: “The 
steep rise lays bare just how 
extensive this appalling 
crime against children has 
become, claiming multiple 
victims every hour, some of 
whom are yet to say their 
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first word. 

“Sexual abuse can shatter 
a child’s life and leave them 
feeling ashamed, depressed 
or even suicidal. Now, more 
than ever, victims need help 
as soon as possible to help 
them recover from their or¬ 
deals and go on to lead full 
and happy lives. 

“Government must com¬ 
mit funds to early interven¬ 
tion that better helps these 
children who through no 
fault of their own are endur¬ 
ing so much pain.” 

The latest statistics from 
the NSPCC showed recorded 
crimes totalling 55.507, a 
national rise across England 
and Wales of 19 per cent 
which equates to an average 
of one offence every 10 min¬ 


utes. 

The charity believes that 
one reason why there has 
been such a dramatic in¬ 
crease is online grooming 
where predators can reach 
multiple children. 

The charity also high¬ 
lighted improved recording 
methods by police and survi¬ 
vors feeling more confident 
about reporting their experi¬ 
ences following high profile 
cases. 

THE NSPCC is calling for 
investment in several ar¬ 
eas to help cope with the in¬ 
creased numbers of children 
who have been affected. 

These include: specialist 
training for police investi¬ 
gating online child abuse, 
effective rehabilitation for 
child sex offenders and in¬ 
vestment in early interven¬ 
tion services to help children 
recover.

Town starts consultation 
to bring back market

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A CONSULTATION about bringing 
a market back to the town of Clare 
will start next week. 

Auctioneer and antique dealer 
Robin Stone has put together a 
plan with other business owners 
about options for reopening the 
market. 

Now the group is urging St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council to 
consider the proposals. 

Clare had a long-running market 
but it eventually dwindled away 
and came to an end in 1999. 

Residents and local businesses 
will be able to have their say dur¬ 
ing a drop-in session on Tuesday 
night, March 28, at the Bell hotel in 
the town. 

The session, which is open to all, 
will run from 5-8pm. 

Cllr Alaric Pugh, St Edmunds- 
bury cabinet member for family 
and growth who represents Clare 
on the borough council, said: “A 
strong market with a good mix of 


stalls can really enhance a town 
centre, serving the needs of the 
town’s residents as well as attract¬ 
ing more shoppers and visitors. 


“Clare is a fantastic town with 
wonderful charm and character 
but perhaps a weekly or monthly 
market could make it more special 


Have your say at 
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still.” 

However, Cllr Pugh did warn that 
the stalls would have to be the right 
mix and could be a place for new 
Clare businesses to experiment. 

Mr Stone believes a market is 
important for the future of the 
town, which currently relies on 
small shops.. 

He said: “If we lose these little 
shops, it affects everyone. I put a 
post on Facebook and instantly 
got loads of feedback and loads of 
support from people in Clare and 
other villages like Hundon.” 

No decision has been made on a 
site of any new market, but Market 
Hill in the town centre has been 
proposed as the preferred site be¬ 
cause the impact on parking in the 
town would be minimal. 

Clare Town Council found in a 
recent parish survey that there was 
strong support for the market to 
make a comeback.

He added: “Savings we achieve 
through these centralised pro¬ 
cesses are invested in teaching 
and learning.” 

The national funding formula 
was announced by Education 
Secretary Justine Greening last 
year, 

Unions have launched a school 
cuts website which breaks down 
how much funding each school 
could be set to lose. It draws on 
findings from a December 2016 
National Audit Office (NAO) re¬ 
port which found that main¬ 
stream schools in England would 
need to find £3 billion of savings 
by 2019/20 to counteract cost cut¬ 
ting. 

A DfE spokesperson said: “On 
sites such as schoolcuts.org, NUT 
and ATL ignore the fact that pupil 
numbers, nationally and in many 
schools, are rising. 

“Because per pupil funding 
is protected at current rates, 
this means more money in our 
schools. Overall, taking per pupil 
funding and rising pupil numbers 
together, the school budget will 
be maintained in real terms in 
this parliament.”

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INDEPENDENT living for older people 
across South Cambridgeshire has been 
given a boost thanks to additional funding. 

Community warden schemes in 17 
South Cambridgeshire towns and villages 
have been awarded a share of £19,250 to 
support projects that help elderly people 
stay in the homes and communities they 
love. 

The funding came from South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council warden 
scheme grant fund. 

Towns and villages benefitting from the 
scheme received between £2,520 and £250. 

Included in the funding is Linton com¬ 
munity warden scheme which received 
£2,500. 

Seven smaller villages, Balsham, Wes¬ 
ton Colville, West Wratting, Horseheath, 
West Wickham, Castle Camps and Shudy 
Camps, were collectively given £3,040 
from the fund. 

Cllr Mark Howell, South Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council’s cabinet member, 
responsible for community work, said: 
“Warden schemes play an important role 
in helping hundreds of residents to live 
independently in their homes and in the 


community they know, and which knows 
them. 

“We appreciate that it can be tough for 
the community sector and these grants 
will be a welcome boost to local schemes 
that work extremely hard and do an excel¬ 
lent job delivering important services to 
our elderly residents.” 

The schemes match elderly residents 
with a local warden who offers regular per¬ 
sonal visits and telephone calls. 

Cambridgeshire District Council said 
this was not a replacement service for so¬ 
cial care but offered additional support 
and peace of mind to residents and their 
families. 

Last year’s grants helped support more 
than 300 people by part-funding schemes 
across the district. 

Residents need to pay a charge for the 
service which helps finance the rest of the 
scheme. 

Wardens also help with tasks like shop¬ 
ping, booking appointments, form-filling 
and picking up prescriptions. 

Many of the schemes are run by local 
communities with the support of Care 
Network or Age UK Cambridgeshire.

Additionally, Tillett was 
ordered to pay a surcharge 
of £85 and court costs of 
£85. 

Tillett had been driving 
his black Ford Galaxy 
down the B1061, Wratting 
Road in Great Thurlow, 
when the initial arrest was 
made. 


Masterplan ‘is

The masterplan docu¬ 
ment was adopted by St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil 18 months ago to help 
shape how Haverhill would 
develop over the next 15 
years. 

Speaking to the News Cllr 
Brown said he and colleague 
John Burns were not criti¬ 
cising the masterplan but 
rather trying to make sure 
that everything was going 
forward. 

He said: “I’m fairly confi¬ 
dent in what One Haverhill 
are doing, it’s just to make 
sure that residents and 
councillors are kept in the 
loop.” 


Mr Mayhew said; “Our 
governance requires board 
members, especially those 
sitting on task groups such 
as the masterplan, to feed¬ 
back information to the 
originations they represent. 

“Councillors who sit on 
the board and on the task 
groups must use their judge¬ 
ment as to what they report 
and what should be treated 
confidentially.” 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader 
of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, said: “Fifteen years 
ago, Haverhill didn’t have a 
cinema complex with a mix 
of restaurants, or a town cen¬ 
tre supermarket, let alone a 
range of new and improved 
leisure and sporting facilities 
among many other things. 


These all took time, invest¬ 
ment, very hard work and 
strategic thinking to achieve. 
I am confident that as we 
progress with this long term 
plan, the town centre will 
be further improved though 
this will be dependent on 
people working together to 
make it happen in the best 
possible way for Haverhill.” 

The task group is made 
up of members of ONE 
Haverhill partnership, local 
councillors and businesses, 
leisure, health, housing and 
highways.

Two hospital ward shut 
by winter vomiting bug

TWO wards at West Suffolk Hos¬ 
pital have been shut in successive 
weeks following an outbreak of 
norovirus. 

Ward G5 was closed to new ad¬ 
missions last week after three cas¬ 
es of the bug were confirmed. 

The previous week, neighbour¬ 
ing ward G4 was also closed at the 
hospital in Bury St Edmunds after 
an outbreak of the winter vomit¬ 
ing bug, but has since reopened. 

A hospital spokesperson could 
not comment on how the virus 
had spread, saying: “G4 and G5 are 
separate wards with different spe¬ 
cialisms, with no shared staff and 
no direct access between them.” 

West Suffolk NHS Foundation 
Trust is asking people who have 
had sickness and diarrhoea to stay 
away from the hospital until they 
have been symptom free for 48 
hours. 

Rowan Procter, chief nurse, 
said: “Norovirus is very infectious 
and every year there are cases in 


the community which transfer to 
the hospital. 

“Because the virus has an incu¬ 
bation period of a few days, peo¬ 
ple are often unaware that they 
are carrying it until after they have 
passed it on. 

“We would advise anyone who 
has had diarrhoea or vomiting to 
stay away from the hospital for at 
least 48 hours after they have re¬ 
covered, even if they feel better. 
Otherwise, they run the risk of un¬ 
knowingly passing the highly con¬ 
tagious illness on to someone who 
is already sick. 

“Anyone who visits the hospital 
should be vigilant and take care to 
clean their hands. If they are visit¬ 
ing the affected ward, they should 
use soap and water when they ar¬ 
rive and before they leave as the 
alcohol gel is not effective against 
this virus.” 

If people are worried about 
their symptoms they are urged to 
ring NHS on 111 or visit their lo¬ 
cal pharmacy to receive advice, 
especially those at greater risk of 
dehydration from diarrhoea and 
vomiting such as children under 
the age of 5 or older people.

Coping with life 
in a digital age 



L ESSONS are being introduced 
in schools to combat the rise of 
mental health issues fuelled by 
social media. Katie Wright reports 
A series of lesson plans are being 
developed to help children cope with 
the pressures of living in an increasingly 
digital world. 

Online stress, body image and the 
importance of sleep are three of the 
areas of focus set out by Public Health 
England (PHE) in comments on a 
government inquiry into the role of 
education in young people's mental 
health. 

"Access to social media and the 
internet is now a part of children's 
everyday lives and offers opportunities 
as well as potential risks," the statement 
says. "Some studies suggest excessive 
screen time can be associated with 
lower levels of self-reported happiness, 
lower self-esteem, behaviour and 
attention problems." 

Recognising that long periods spent 
on smartphones and tablets mean kids 
can become less active, which in turn 
contributes to anxiety and stress, the 
lessons are designed to build resilience 
and promote positive mental health. 
The NHS reports that sleep disorders 


in under-14s have tripled in the past 10 
years, while in 2015/16 there was a rise 
of 42 per cent in diagnoses of anxiety 
in under-18s. 

The lesson plan content is designed 
to communicate with youngsters "in 
a language they will understand and 
engage with". 

The teen-friendly website features 


video clips and guest appearances from 
bloggers their parents probably haven't 
even heard of. 

Teachers who don't consider 
themselves very tech-sawy will get 
help, too, as the initiative will "help 
build teachers' digital literacy and 
equip them to deal with challenging 
topics in class". 



Call to tackle issue 
of mental health 


A MAJORITY of teachers think 
exam results are prioritised 
over the wellbeing of pupils, 
a charity has said. 

The Government is being urged 
to tackle what has been described 
by YoungMinds as a mental health 
crisis in UK classrooms. 

Most parents think schools have 
a duty to provide support for 
students' mental health, a survey by 
the organisation suggested. 

Theresa May is being urged 
to redress the "fundamentally 
unbalanced" education system. 
Pupils' wellbeing should be 
considered as important as 
academic achievement, the charity 


has told the Prime Minister in an 
open letter. The charity has called 
for "proper" funding of wellbeing 
initiatives, better recognition for 
schools which do good work on the 
issue, and specific mental health 
training for teachers. 

YoungMinds said 82 per cent 
of teachers agreed that the 
focus on exams has become 
disproportionate to students' 
wellbeing. A separate survey 
suggested 92 per cent of parents 
feel schools should support the 
mental health of students, and 
three-quarters would choose a 
school their child is happy in even 
if previous results were not good.

A N AMBITION was realised 
when I read the itinerary 
Fred.Olsen Cruise Lines 
was offering. Its ship 
Boudicca was visiting 
exciting places in Brazil, Uruguay 
and Argentina, and oh, yes via Cape 
Verde islands off West Africa. 

I was also enthused by the ship's 
shore excursions, offering a wide 
choice in each port. The tour staff's 
help and expertise proved 
invaluable; we booked a series. 

Escorted by dolphins, Boudicca's 
first port of call was Mindelo Cape 
Verde. Our tour included the lively 
fish market where exotic catches 
were displayed, with stall holders 
competing robustly for custom, then 
the African market where goods 
were sold at keen prices. 

Then it was on to Cat Fish and 
North Bay, where mountain meets 
white sand dunes, which welcome 
the crashing of Atlantic surf. 

Sailing the Atlantic Ocean we got 
to know our ship. Boudicca is 
smaller than many of the monster 
cruise ships around today, holding 
880 passengers in 462 rooms. 

Immediately apparent was the 
infectious friendliness, intimacy and 
benefits of a smaller vessel. 

First stop in Brazil was Salvador, 
where a sign says: "The place where 
you breathe the history, soul and 
essence of Brazil.'' 

Our walking tour took in the 
combination of African and 
Portuguese history and colourful 
architecture dating from the 1600s. 

The main square - Terreiro de 
lesus - is an atmospheric hub of 
cultural activity, where women in 
traditional dress, musicians and 
dancers perform songs and routines.

forest to Tijuipe waterfall, cascading 
into a crystal clear pool before 
weaving its way through a rocky 
tributary. 

Tranquillity is created with only 
the sound of the waterfall and 
tropical birdsong, nature at its best. 

No visit to llheus is complete 
without sipping a cold beer in bar 
Versuvio, the most famous in Brazil. 

Next the island of Ilha Grande, 
once home to pirates. 

Boarding a schooner 
we sailed to Blue 
lagoon, which was 
aquamarine in colour. 

You swim or snorkel 
with tropical fish 
whilst gazing at 
amazing coral. 

Sailing on to a 
deserted beach we 
soaked up the sun. 

Then to Ilha Grande 
village, situated below 
rolling hills, carpeted 
by rain forest, watered 
by clouds from the 
Amazon.

great city is by a panoramic tour 
covering highlights, including a 
funicular ride through urban forest 
to the imposing statue of Christ the 
Redeemer, one of the most iconic 
landmarks in the world; here you 
also gaze at breathtaking views of 
Rio. Out of the city, the botanical 
gardens boast exotic species. 

Rio has an efficient low-cost tram 
and metro system, making it easy to 
visit places of interest, 
V none more than 
Ipenema market.

We were thoroughly enjoying life 
on board Boudicca, including 
delicious cuisine, interesting guest 
speakers, amenities and activities, 
as well as evenings in the theatre - 
variety at its best. 

Arriving in Montevideo, 

Uruguay, our guide walked us 
through the city's impressive main 
squares where street entertainers 
and stall holders provide local 


flavour. We then visited the 
National Museum and Solis 
Theatre. 

This city offers a balance of old 
and new districts, the port indoor 
market is also an attraction, with 
barbequed food cooked the 
Uruguayan way.

A guide on how to pass 
your MOT the first time 


A CAMBRIDGE tyre specialist has 
released a top tips guide to help 
ensure MOT tests are passed 
first time, after research shows that an 
alarming one in five vehicles fails due 
to easily avoidable problems. 

Newly released figures compiled 
with the help of Cambridge 
Performance Tyres, part of the Protyre 
Network on Unit 53 Clifton Road 
Industrial Estate, Cherry Hinton 
Road, reveals that from a survey of a 
100 cars, 21 per cent of those failed 
the MOT test. 

The most common problems 
identified, with over a third of 
motorists (36 per cent) reporting a 
failure, related to tyres and wheels, 
followed by 23 per cent with steering 
and suspension issues. 

In third place, Protyre reports 10 
per cent fail due to wipers and washer 
issues - simple faults motorists can 
remedy themselves. 

Darryl Block, manager of 
Cambridge Performance Tyres, 
advises that easy checks carried out 
by motorists can drastically reduce 
the chances of their vehicle failing its 
MOT if they look out for the top five 
common problems. 

Top five tips to avoid MOT failures: 

1. Tyres and wheels

Visually check your tyre condition. 
Any damage present, or a tread 
depth less than 1.6 mm will fail an 
MOT test. Each tyre must be free 
from lumps, bulges and cracks. If 
in doubt, place a 20p coin into the 
main grooves of each tyre. If you can 
see the outer edge of the coin, the 
tread is below the legal limit and you 
will need to replace the tyre. Not 
changing tyres that are below legal 
limit could also lead to three points 


on your driving licence and a fine of 
£2,500 per illegal tyre. 

2. Steering and suspension wear 
and tear 

Check for bangs or knocks when 
going over bumps or lurching when 
driving, as this may be an indication 
that your car has mechanical issues. 

3. Wipers and washers 

Look out for wipers that smear the 
screen or have visible tears. Also, 
something as small as an empty wash

bottle can cause an MOT fail. Ensure 
your bottle is topped up with either 
water or screenwash before taking 
your vehicle in for a test. 

4. Lights 

Whether its headlights or brake 
lights, check front, rear, brake, 
fog, indicator, registration plate 
and signals. If these are not fully 
operational they will fail the test, so 
replace bulbs where required. 

5. Brakes 

Check your brakes as you set off. 
Wear, corrosion and distortion will 
cause your vehicle to fail its MOT. If 
you hear any strange noises, or if your 
car pulls to one side, contact your 
local garage immediately. 

Mr Block said: "If motorists take 
the time to carry out simple checks 
beforehand, they can very easily 
avoid MOT failures. 

"By identifying the most common 
causes for these failures, motorists 
have a greater opportunity to pass first 
time. 

"If motorists do find they have any 
problems before their vehicle is due 
for an MOT, it's best to inform their 
garage ahead of time, so that any 
issues can be rectified in advance."
